GOOD SOIL 
AND 
CULTIVATION 


Seedless Sultanas Breaking Down 


With the Weight of the 


Eerriea. 


There is a narrow atrip of rich, brown 


sedimentary loam running from the foot- 
hills east of this city in a southwesterly 
direction. 


This Btrip of fertile land was formed 


by thu overflow and washing of sediment 
bronchi down from the bills by the many 
creeka that flowed upon the plains from 
the foothills. 


When the first vine planiera landed on 


what was then the Fresno desert they 
wandered 
through 
Baud, 
ash, 
al- 


kali, 
kog-wallo ff 
and 
hard-pan, 


finding 
many 
little 
fertile 
cases 


here and 
there, 
but 
when 
they 


reached thla warm strip of flat, fat soil 
they pitched their teats and planted 
vines and trees thereon. 


They were laughed at by their unpro- 


greBsive neighbors, the old settlers, who 
raised sheep and hogs and grain, bat 
when the time came for the vhioB to bear 
their harvest and when the splendid ir- 
rigation system was inaugurated, the 
belt once covered with weeds bloomed a 
mass of shining green vines loaded down 
with clusters of grapes, and the develop- 
ment and prosperity of Fresno county's 
most important industry was assured. 


Among the notable vineyards situated 


upon this fertile strip is the 100 acre 
tract of Colonel William Forsyth. A 
HKPUBMCAK reporter spent an hoar or 
so yesterday in examining the vines and 
trees that compose the pleasant sur- 
roundings of Colonel Forsyth'a elegant 
homo. 
When the present proprietor first took 


charge of his valuable estate subirriga- 
tion was the favorite method of. bringing 
water to the roots of the vines, but that 
method was afterwards discarded in 
favor of flooding. The hot, dry climate 
effectually destroys moot of tho insect 
and fungoid pests that attack the grape 
vines and the flooding of the vineyard 
baa effectually prevented the appear- 
ance of the phylloxera which Ims made 
euch ravages in the vineyards iu the 
northern part o( the state. 


Standing in front of the residence in 


the shade of umbrella trees and fan 
palms the visitor 
beholds stretching 


away to a lino of poplara on tho north 
an emerald sea whose billows are of wav- 
ing Muscat and Sultana vines. 


Hero and there, modestly raising their 


dark heaile above the vines, aro seen in 
sheltered spots groves of young oranges 
mid orange trees, planted out laet June, 
while on the edges of the vineyard, 
merely as ornaments, stand a lina of 
white Adriatic OR trees two miles long. 


One thousand navel orange trees from 


Los Angeles, carefully taken up with tho 
earth Backed at their roots wore planted 
lust June iu places sheltered from the 
wind. The truce are six years old and 
cost $2.50 each, representing an outlay 
of $2500 for tho ton acres for tbo trees 
alone. Of the 1000 trees only twenty- 
three failed to grow. Many of them will 
be in bearing next winter. 


The figs aro now being dried and 


sacked for tho eastern market, there 
buing a good demand there for tigs this 
yunr in the manufacture of jollies and 
pastes and also lor oatinc- Tlio produce 
of these trees, which were planted as un 
ornamental hem to the vineyard, will 
net in tho neighborhood of $2500. 


A marvelous Bpcclaclo ie tho vineyard. 


Tho ground is hidden with vine leaves 
and no whoro, save in tho lanes, In there 
a single break in tho emerald carpet. 


Wulking along through the mass of 


vines that tu»clo ono'a feet io cano and 
tendril tho young bunchUB of tho second 
crop can be seen taking a peep at the 
warm sunshine, which hog raised tho 
mercury up to I)!! degress Fahrenheit in 
the shade. The first crop, as is the coy 
and coquettish habit of tho muscat, 
hij.c8 upon tho esol ground around the 
trunk of tho vine and on tho lower 
canes. 


It is necessary to lift tho vines in order 


to see tlio largo fat bunches of tho 
first crop, and what a eight it isl 
Here are the big clusters of light green 
aromatic grapes, which within the next 
two weeks will be In tho sweat boxes as 
Dehesa clusters and London layers. 


There are more grapes than leaves 


clustering on the ground around tho 
trunk, and the novice in viticulture! lore 
at once understand!! how tbo Blender 
canes, hardly thicker than a man's 
thumb, can support so heavy a mass ol 
fruit. 
Although hanging from the CBHPB 


they Ho upon tho ground and 
are 


shattered from tho hot rays of the sun, 
which aro tempered by hardly evur a 
dond the whole summer through, by the 
mass of folittgo that bears the eoco; d 
crop overhead. 


A bushel imskut of largo firet crop 


grapes on every vine vua tho ubtimate 
iiiHcIo by tho visitor, alter having Imd 
more than fnnr pounds of fat broiled out 
of him while lifting up masses of canes 
find loaves to get a view of thu magnifi- 
cent clusters underneath. 


Although on lighter soils In other locu- 


tions the con hi re or dropping of tho 
grapes has decreased the yield of the 
lirst crop from 50 to 75 per cent, there 
was no coulure at nil in the Fcrsyth 
vineyard, the coil being too heavy to 
permit of the ravages of that disease and 
the vines reing too old and hardy to 
stand any of that kind of foolishness. 


The Colonel believes that them ia 


virtue in thorough cultivation, and the 
Boil of his vineyard is as fii.6 Bud as 
loose as flour. He believes also that it 
ie poor economy to save sulphur and he 
slashes right and Iftft on summer prun- 
ing. This forces the growth of tho canes 
and leaves and they cover all the ground, 
affording ample shade for the bunches 
of grapes. 


A greater surprise waa in store when 


the visitor etumbled into tbc 10-acro 
patch of seedless Sultanas, These are 
the groat rival and the superior of the 
Xante- currant, or more properly the 
Corinth raisin. They are staked up to 
about four feet in height, and from the 
middle of the stem to the ground there 
were more bunches tban leaves. Many 
of the vines had broken down with tho 
weight of the berries. The great hearing 
[nality of this variety of grape on the 
jrown loam could be appreciated only 
by an inspection of a photograph from 
life. 


Picking will beiin in thia vineyard 


about September 5th or 6th, by which 
time tbe Mascata are expected to be 
perfectly ripe and to have developed the 
maximum quantity of sugar requisite 
For good raisins.

Jolm R. Griffith and the Fix- 


ley Train Kobbery. 


IN JAIL IN ALAMKDA 
COUNTY 


He fiepeata tho Story—Names His 


Alleged Accomplices in the 


AlTair. 


John Griffith, aged 25yearo, was taken 


to the Alumoda county jail last night on 
a charge of misdemeanor, eays the San 
Francicco Chronicle. This charge was 
Dimply made to hold him, however, as 
today he will be accused of robbing the 
train of the Southern Pacific company at 
Pisley, Tulare county, February 23, 
1880. 


Griffith was arrested at Berkeley by 


tx-Coustable A. F. Fonzo and Constable 
McOarty on a charge of false impersona- 
tion. That is the charge made in the 
complaint sworn to before Justice Long. 
GriflHh has made a complete confession 
of his entire connection ^ith the train 
robbery. Last night he made the fol- 
lowing confession fo a Chronicle reporter 
in the presence of Chief Jailor Schoneau: 


"I frankly admit that I was one of the 


men who committed the train robbery at 
Pisley," said he. "I am now ready to 
make a confersion because I made a slip 
at Berkeley while I was drinking.' 1 
realize now that I am in a corner, and I 
want to do the beet I can to have it mad 
assy on me. My father is a well known 
resident of Fresno, and is quite well to 
do, and I know he will bo greatly grieved 
to learn of my downfall. I was one of 
the originators of the plan to rob the 
train. It was done in part as a matter 
of revenge by me, 


"Some mouths before I was thrown 


off tho tialnin Tulare by a trainman 
and sustained a fracture of the skull. I 
determined to be revenged in some way 
and when I mot a man by the name of 
J. Barker, we talked the matter over. 
He first suggested the robbery, aud 1 at 
once agreed to the plau. I believe he 
had also had boeu thrown off tho train. 
Barker is now a resident of Fresno, and 
1 believe lean take the officers to where 
he can be found. After we agreed upoi 
the robbery we went to a ranch near Tu- 
lare which waa kept by a man named 
KasmusBen, We proposed the rotbery 
to him and ho agreed to it and then 
brought iu an Indian who was working 
for him. The lour of ns played poker 
and drunk wine tbe night of February 
22d and laid our plans for the robbery. 
"The next day we started out on 


horseback, aud when night came on we 
staked our horses on the plain eomo 
miles from Tulare. Wo then went to 
Fresno, where wo boarded the train arid 
followed out our plane, When (he train 
pulled out of Pixley Barker and the In- 
dian boarded the engine and made tho 
engineer *»top tho train, while Raenitis- 
sen and myself stood on guard. We bad 
a very lively time robbing the express 
cur. I was struck in the face with a 
piece ot iron and received a hard blow. 
KassmusRen was bit on tho shoulder 
with something and pretty badly die- 
abled, Wb got in tho car all right niter 
soino shooting was done, in which I did 
not participate. 


"After we got the money and jewelry 


in tho exuri'BS iar the lour ol us ran 
away together, and after walking n few 
miles, wo found our horeea und rndo to 
HaemuEsen's ranch, whoro wo divided 
the money. 1 got about $200 for my 
share. The jewelry was buried at tho 
ranch, and L believe that I could tnkoun 
oflicor to the epot where it cnu bo found, 
We remained nt tho ranch until tho 
next tiny, when myself and Barker went 
away together. 
We rode to Tulara, 


paid a visit tu Visalia and finally wound 
up in Fresno. 


"Severnl montha after i.'io rnbbpry 


Haatniieecn committed suicide nt Oi-ntor- 
villu. Freano county. Tho Indian disap- 
peared and 1 have never heard from him 
since. I was afraid to remain in t'rosno, 
became I am a drinking man; 1 was 
frightened leat I should make a break 
while urinking that would ruin me. 


"I determined to leave and wont to 


San Francisco where I shiupud as a Bailor 
on the bark Northern Light. We sailed 
to Honolulu, where I went ashore aud 
got drunk. While In this condition I 
miido some bad breaks about the Pizley 
robhory with the result that I waa ar- 
rested and thrown into prison. 


"When I became sobtr I denied tbe 


statements muds by me, and said that I 
was only joking. It was some days be- 
fore I Gticcoeddd in getting out of jail. I 
knocked about the country from place to 
place for a short time and finally I re- 
turned to my old ship, the Northern 
Light, and Balled for Sim Francisco. Lust 
Huuday wo armed iu port aud 1 loft the 
hark. When 1 waa in Harkelcy yester- 
day f had boon drinking and WHS trying 
to puss a draft that was not indorsed. I 
do not know whether it was good or not. 
I Boon found that I had gotten myeoll 
into trouble and determined to make a 
clean breast ot tho rubbery. 


"Ihavoboen conscience stricken fo: 


the past throe years and am no\v glad 
tbftt tho load is off my mind. I can hon- 
estly any that my first connection with 
thu robbery was duo to revenge on my 
part, the matter of plunder being n sec- 
ond consideration.
